Originally named either Djehuti or Zehuti by the 
Pa Tama-reyeaat "The Fgprians", Tehuti "Thoth" was 
given hi. 
him with their own God or Thehos "deity, Supreme Being" 
Hermes, Greek. He becomes the son of Zeus and Maia, 
and Zeus was the son of Cronus and Rhea. None of this is 
true. They just took this Egiptian and tried to make him 
theirs and change his teachings. And this Hermes was 
considered to be the Greck Thehos "da, God Supreme 
Beings” of wisdom, writing and invention to the Greeks. 
‘They get their word Thehos from the Egiptian Supreme 
Being Theoris or Thoeris, a goddess of women in 
éhildbirth, protectress of babies. This is the word used in 
youn bible, New ‘Testament in the Greek for God. Tehuti 
wasialso the messenger and spokesman of the neteraat 
"Supreme Beings" as Tehuti, and finally a lunar neter 
"supreme being!” under the sun God Re "Ra", You can see 
the Greek word Thehos came from the Hieroglyphic word 
Tehuti, or Thoth.

‘The Worship of Tehuti "Thoth" dates from the pre- 
dynastic period, which itself dates back before 10,500 years, 
as his standard appears on artifacts of this time, and his 
name Djehuti indicates that he originated in the hebtiaat 
"Nomes", of Dehut in Lower Egipt. He is represented as a 
man with the head of an ibis bird, which is often crowned 
by the crescent ah "moon". The baboon is also sacred to 
him, for in Khemenu "Hermopolis” he merged with the 
local baboon Neter "supreme being” Hedj-Wer. 
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According to the Semaat "funeral priests" and the 
Waabaat "spiritual priests” of Khemenu "Hermopolis" it was 
Tehuti "Thoth" in the form of an ibis who hatched (by the 
power of his voice alone), the world egg from which all 
creation issued. Other stories relate that in the chaos of Nu 
"Nim!" he awoke from cons of slumber and, opening his 
mouth, issued the first sound Kuwn. This original sound 
assumed form and became the first eight beings, four 
Neteraat "Gods, Supreme Beings" and four Netertaat 
"goddesses, Supreme Beings”, the Rashunaat Ogdoad”, who 
represented the elemental forces that existed before the 
creation, The big bang was not a bang but rather a Kuwn 
which became the sound Amn, some say Aum, Om, 
Amun to Aun "nature", and of course min with the staff of 
life, the two ball cane. 


‘Thoth was the Greeks renderance of the egiptian 
Hieroglyphic Tehuti; scribe of the Neteraat- and 
personification of divine intellect, thus patron of learning 
and literature as I said. He was wrongly equated with or as 
Hermes by the Greeks, who also was part Hyksos from 
Japheth's son Javan (Genesis 10:2 of the Torah). The 
Hebrews prove that the Greek were also from the Hebrew 
by way of Noah's son Japheth whose son Javan was Ionian, 
which is Grecia, Greece, found in Strong's Greek and 
Hebrew lexicon number 320 Yavan. So the Heka Khasut 
"Hyksos" were Hebrews and Greeks. — Tehuti "joi" 
uttered the words commanded by Re "Ra" that created the 
world, which was Kuwn. The chief site of worship of 
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Tehuti “Thoth” was the city called Khemenu "Hermopolis" 
by the Greeks. There Tehuti "Toth" was called master of 
the city of eight (the Ogdoad). This referred to the four 
pairs of primordial Supreme Beings called 1. night, 2 
obscurity, 3. secret, and 4. eternity. These shadowy 
supreme beings are portrayed with the heads of frogs, and 
serpents; that is they were in deeds and actions human 
Reptilians, they symbolize the very first stage of growth, 
called creation as it emerged out of the mud formed by the 
union of heaven and earth, air, water and dirt.

Ans: Khonsu, son of Amun and Mut, was the third 
member of the triad of Nu-Amun "Thebes". The Greeks 
called Khonsu Hercules, son of Zeus and Alemene; 
slayer of the giants, destroyer of evil monsters, the righter 
of wrong. Khonsu is most often seen as a young man 
wrapped as a mummy with the one braid of hair on the 
right side of his baldhead. ‘This is why the Nuwaupians 
wear one braid. Khonsu's symbol was the upright crescent 
moon over his head, carrying in his hand, which sticks out 
from his bindings, the Waas "Crook, staff” and the Khu 
"Flail, md" of Ptah, a symbol of overcoming death,

Chapter Three

show you that there can be no such agent as "chance," 
this sense of something outside of law, something 
ide of Cause and Effect there be a

something would be entirely independent of the orderly 
trend of the universe, and therefore superior to it. We can 
imagine nothing outside of The All being outside of the 
law, and that only because The All is the law in itself. There 
is no room in the universe for a something outside of and 
independent of law. The existence of such a something 
would render all natural laws ineffective, and would plunge 
the universe into chaotic disorder and lawlessness. 


A careful examination will show that what we call 
"chance" is merely an expression relating to obscure causes, 
causes that we cannot perceive, causes that we cannot 
overstand. The word chance is derived from a word 
meaning, "to fall" (as the falling of dice), the idea being that 
the fall of the dice (and many other happenings) are merely 
a "happening" unrelated to any cause. And this is the sense 
in which the term is generally employed. But when the 
matter is closely examined, it is seen that there is no chance 
whatsoever about the fall of the dice. Each time a die falls, 
and displays a certain number, it obeys a law as infallible as 
that, which governs the revolution of the planets around 
the sun. Back of the fall of the die are causes, or chains of 
causes, running back further than the mind can follow. The 
position of the die in the box, the amount of muscular 
energy expended in the throw, the condition of the table, 
etc. all are causes, the effect of which may be seen. But 
back of these seen caus 


s there are chains of unseen 
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ing causes, all of which had a bearing upon the 
ber of the die, which fell uppermost. 


If a die be cast a great number of times, it will be 
that the numbers shown will be about equal, that is, 
will be an equal number of one-spot, two-spot, etc.

Nothing ever 
ns without a cause, or rather a chain of causes. 


Some confusion has arisen in the minds of persons 
lering the doctrine, from the fact that they were 
le to explain how one thing could cause another thing, 
is, be the creator, of the second thing. As a matter of 
no "thing" ever causes or "creates" another "thing". 
and effect deals merely with events. An event is that 
comes, arrives or happens, as a result or consequent 
me preceding event. No event "creates" another event, 
is merely a preceding link in the great orderly chain of 
flowing from the creative energy of The All. There 
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is a continuity between all events precedent, consequent 
and subsequent. There is a relation existing between 
everything that follows. A stone is dislodged from a 
mountainside and crashes through a roof of a cottage in the 
valley below. At first sight we regard this as a chance effect, 
but when we examine the matter we find a great chain of 
causes behind it. In the first place there was the rain which 
softened the earth supporting the stone and which allowed 
it to fall, then back of that was the influence of the sun, 


other rains, etc., which gradually disintegrated the piece of 


rock from a larger piece. Then there were the causes, which 
led to the formation of the mountain, and its upheaval by 
convulsions of nature, and so on ad infinitum. Then we 
might follow up the cause behind the rain, etc. Then we 
might consider the existence of the roof. In short, we 
would soon find ourselves involved in a mesh of cause and 
effect, from which we would soon strive to extricate 
ourselves, 


Just as a mortal has two parents, and four 
grandparents, and eight great-grandparents, and sixteen 
great-great-grandparents, and so on until when, say, forty 
generations are calculated the numbers of ancestors run 
to many millions, so it is with the number of causes 
behind even the most trifling event or phenomena, such as 
the passage ofa tiny speck of soot before your eye. It is not 
an easy matter to trace the bit of soot back to the early 
period of the world's history when it formed a part of a 
massive tree-trunk, which was afterward converted into

d, were never intended to be merely stored away and 
reted, but used and applied. The law of use is dwelt 
n in the teachings, as you may see by reference to the 
love quotation from the Tehuti teachings, which states it 
ibly. Right knowledge without use and expression is a. 
thing, bringing no good to its possessor, or to the 
luvaupian. Beware of mental miserliness, and express into, 
on that which you have learned. Study the Axioms and 
hhorisms, bur practice them also. We give below some of 
e more important Egiptian axioms, from the Egiptian 
hings, with a few comments added to each. Make these 
ur own, and pratice and use them, for they are not really 
ur own until you have used them. 


To change your mood or mental state, change your 
ibration. One may change their mental vibrations by an 
fort of will, in the direction of deliberately fixing the 
mon upon a more desirable state, Will directs the 
ittention, and attention changes the vibration. Cultivate the 
of attention, by means of the will, and you have solved 
le secret of the mastery of moods and mental states. To 
stroy an undesirable rate of mental vibration, put into 
ration the doctrine of polarity and concentrate upon the 
site pole to which you desire to suppress, keeping in 
ind they have the same root. Kill out the undesirable by 


anging its polarity. 
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This is one of the most important of the Egiptian 
formulas. It is based upon true scientific doctrines. 1 have 
shown you that a mental state and its opposite were merely 
the two poles of one thing, and that by mental 
transmutation the polarity might be reversed. This doctrine 
is known to modern psychologists, who apply it to the 
breaking up of undesirable habits by bidding their students 
concentrate upon the opposite quality. If you are possessed 
of fear, do not waste time trying to 


ill out fear, but instead 
cultivate the quality of courage, and the fear will disappear. 
Some writers have expressed this idea most forcibly by 
using the illustration of the bright light. You do not have to 
block out or cover up the brightness, but by merely 
switching of the light switch and letting your eye adjust to 
the pure darkness, the evil blinding light, has disappeared. 
To kill out a negative quality, concentrate upon the positive 
pole of that same quality, and the vibrations will gradually 
change from negative to positive, until finally you will 
become polarized on the positive pole instead of the 
negative. The reverse is also true, as many have found out 
to their sorrow, when they have allowed themselves to 
vibrate too constantly on the negative pole of things. By 
changing your polarity you may master your moods, change 
your mental states, re-make your disposition, and build up 
character. Much of the mental mastery of the advanced 
Egiptians is due to this application of polarity, which is one 
of the important transmutation.

As I have explained in previous chapters, the 
tians hold that the doctrine of rhythm manifests on 
mental plane as well as on the physical plane, and that.

d swing of the mental pendulum, which carries us 
ym one extreme feeling to the other. The Egiptians also 
h that the law of neutralization enables one, to a great 
tent, to overcome the operation of rhythm in 
nsciousness. As we have explained, there is a higher 
je of consciousness, as well as the ordinary lower plane, 
the master by rising mentally to the higher plane causes 
swing of the mental pendulum to manifest on the lower 
e, and they, dwelling on their higher plane, escapes the 

as 
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consciousness of the swing backward. This is effected by 
polarizing on the higher self, and thus raising the mental 
ations of the ego above those of the ordinary plane of 
consciousness. It is akin to pass beneath you. The advanced 
Egiptians polarizes themself at the positive pole of their 
being, the "I Am" pole rather than the pole of personality, 


and by "refusing" and "denying" the operation of rhythm, 
raises themselves above its plane of consciousness, and 
standing firm in their statement of being they allow the 
pendulum to swing back on the lower plane without 
changing their polarity. This is accomplished by all 
individuals who have attained any degree of self-mastery, 
whether they overstand the law or not. Such persons 
simply refuse to allow themselves to be swung back by the 
pendulum of mood and emotion, and by steadfastly 
affirming the superiority, they remain polarized on the 
positive pole. The Master, of course, attains a far greater 
degree of proficiency, because they overstand the law 
which they are overcoming by a higher law, and by the use 
of their will they attain a degree of poise and mental 
steadfastness almost impossible of knowledge on the part 
of those who allow themselves to be swung backward and 
forward by the mental pendulum of moods and feelings. 


Remember, always, however that you do not really 

destroy the doctrine of rhythm, for that is indestructible. 

You simply overcome one law by counter-balancing it with 

another, and thus maintain an equilibrium. The laws of 

balance and counter-balance are in operation on the mental 
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well as on the physical planes, and an overstanding of 
je laws enables one to seem to overthrow laws, whereas 
y are merely exerting a counter-balance. "Nothing 
pes the doctrine of cause and effect, but there are many 
jes of causation, and one may use the laws of the higher 
‘overcome the laws of the lower." 


By and overstanding of the practice of polarization, 
Egiptians rise to a higher plane of causation and thus 
yunter-balance the laws of the lower planes of causation. 
rising above the plane of ordinary causes they become 
mselves, in a degree, causes instead of being merely 
used. By being able to master their own moods and 
ings, and by being able to neutralize rhythm, as we have 
dy explained, they are able to escape a great part of the 
rations of cause and effect on the ordinary plane. The 
sses of people are carried along, obedient to their 
vironment, the wills and desires of others stronger than 
selves, the effects of inherited tendencies, the 
stions of those about them, and other outward causes, 
ich tend to move them about on the chess-board of life 
ie mere pawns. By rising above these influencing causes, 
advanced Egiptians seek a higher plane of mental 


ion, and by dominating their moods, emotions, impulses 
feclings, they create for themselves new characters, 
ities and powers, by which they overcome their 
ary environment, and thus become practically players 
itead of mere pawns. Such people help to play the game 
life overstandingly, instead of being moved about this 
am 
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way and that way by stronger influences, powers and wills. 
They use the doctrine of cause and effect, instead of being 
used by it. Of course, even the highest are subject to the 
doctrine as it manifests on the higher planes, but on the 
lower planes of activity, they are Masters instead of slaves. 
As Tehuti says: 


"The wise ones serve on the higher, but rule on the 
lower". They obey the laws coming from above them, but 
on their own plane, and those below them, they rule and 
give orders. And, yet, in so doing, they form a part of the 
doctrine, instead of opposing it. The wise person falls in 
with the law, and by overstanding its movements they 
operate it instead of being its blind slave. Just as does the 
skilled swimmer turn this way and that way, going and 
coming as they will, instead of being as the log which is 
carried here and there, so is the wise human being as 
compared to the ordinary mortal, and yet both swimmer 
and log, wise mortal and fool, are subject to law. He who 
overstands this will be on the road to mastery. In 
conclusion, let us again call your attention to the Egiptian 
axiom: True Egiptian transmutation is a mental art. 


In the above axiom, the Egiptians teach that the 
great work of influencing one's environment is 
accomplished by mental power. The universe being wholly 
mental, it follows that it may be ruled only by mentality. 
And in this truth is to be found an explanation of all the 
phenomena and manifestations of the various mental 
powers, which are attracting so much attention and study in 
these earlier years of the 21st century. Back of and over the 
ES 
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teachings of the various cults and schools, remains ever 
constant the doctrine of the mental substance of the 
universe. If the universe be mental in its substantial nature, 
then it follows that mental transmutation must change the 
conditions and phenomena of the universe. If the universe 
lis mental, then mind must be the highest power affecting 
‘its phenomena. If this be overstood then all the so-called 
"miracles" and "wonder-workings" are seen plainly for 
what they are. "The All is Mind; the universe is mental. Is it 
not only mental? Then what is it? And that is the big 
question with a small answer, It's not merely mental, it's 
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
